TO 


LIONEL  FECTEAU 


Lionel  was  born  in  Epping  to  Tom  and  Yvonne  Fecteau  in  1926 
and  was  married  to  Mary  Silveria  for  forty  years.  A  busy  man,  he 
was  always  working  at  something.  At  twenty-three,  he  was  the 
youngest  N.H.  State  Representative  serving  from  1953  to  1955. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  Richard  A.  Mitchell  Post  #51, 
Sampson  World  War  II  Veterans  and  Knights  of  Columbus  in  Exeter. 

Starting  at  the  age  of  ten,  he  worked  in  his  father's  store; 
Fecteau ' s  market,  for  seventeen  years.  He  continued  his  contacts 
with  people  in  his  capacity  as  a  rural  carrier  for  the  U.S.  Post 
Office  in  Epping  for  twenty-five  years,  retiring  in  1989. 

He  was  always  an  active  and  diligent  participant  at  Annual 
Town  Meetings.  He  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions  and  had  the 
unique  ability  to  display  this  without  rancor  or  incurring  animos- 
ity.  He  will  be  missed  at  these  Meetings. 

It  vv-as  not  an  unfamiliar  sight  to  see  Lionel  and  his  family 
sweeping  the  downtown  streets  and  sidewalks.  His  friends,  family 
and  co-workers  could  always  count  on  Lionel's  mischievous  humor 
to  lighten  the  air  with  his  funny  stories  and  amusing  impressions. 

A  source  of  comfort  to  his  wife,  Mary,  was  the  thoughtful 
reflection  made  by  a  friend  that  "not  only  was  Lionel  a  gentle 
man,  he  was  also  a  gentleman".  We  concur  with  that  appropriate 
and  fitting  tribute  to  this  man  of  Epping.

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WHAT'S  IN  THE  NAME  -  EPPING? 

The  Town  of  Epping  was  originally  part  of  Exeter.  We  had  ex- 
tensive trade  with  the  West  Indies  and  exchanged  timber  for  native 
products.  In  1741,  the  population  decided  to  become  incorporated 
to  become  incorporated  as  a  separate  parish.  January  14,  1741,  a 
petition  was  presented  by  the  fifty-six  inhabitants  of  this  north- 
westerly part  of  Exeter  to  the  General  Court.  The  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives approved  the  petition.  The  petitioners  and  delegates 
from  Exeter  appeared  before  the  General  Court  on  February  2,  1741. 
The  petition  was  granted  and  the  boundaries  set.  The  monument 
boundary  markers  can  be  seen  surrounding  our  town. 

This  action  was  sanctioned  by  Provincial  Governor;  Benning 
Wentworth  on  February  3,  1741.  As  the  first  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire,  Governor  Wentworth  had  the  privilege  of  naming  towns. He 
frequently  named  them  after  the  towns  he  loved  back  in  England. 
We  have  two  versions  of  the  name  of  "Epping".  One  -  many  of  the 
early  settlers  of  Epping  came  from  Epping  England  and  convinced 
the  governor  to  name  our  town.  Two  -  the  Governor  had  special 
fond  memories  of  Epping,  England  and  named  our  town. 

By  1773,  there  were  1,648  residents  in  Epping  making  it  the 
fourth  largest  town  in  the  County.  Exeter  -  1,741,  Londonderry  - 
2,399  and  Portsmouth  -  4,466. 

By  1930,  Epping  was  the  sixth  largest  town  in  the  County  with 
1,672.  Newmarket  -  2,511,  Salem  -2,751,  Exeter  -  4,872,  Derry  - 
5,131  and  Portsmouth  -  14,495. 

Epping  sent  150  men  to  join  the  Union  forces  in  the  Civil 
War.  Only  returned. 

In  1892,  Epping  opened  it's  first  free  public  library  in  one 
room  of  the  Town  Hall  where  the  Selectmen's  Office  is  today.  When 
the  Town  was  incorporated  in  1741,  the  parish  and  town  were  the 
same  and  all  legal  business  of  religion  was  transacted  in  Town 
Meetings.  One  of  the  votes  passed  at  the  first  Town  Meeting,  was 
to  choose  a  committee  to  agree  on  a  new  minister. 

The  following,  though  an  incomplete  list,  are  some  of  the 
residents  of  Epping  who  held  prominent  positions  in  the  State: 

Governor  of  the  State  -  William  Plumer,  from  1812  to  1813  and 
from  1816  to  1819;  David  L.  Morrill,  from  1824  to  1827;  Benjamin 
F.  Prescott,  from  1877  to  1879. 

United  States  Senators  -  William  Plumer,  from  1802  to  1807, 
David  Morrill,  from  1817  to  1823;  John  Chandler,  from,  1820  to 
1829.

Epping,  England,  the  oldest  of  these  towns,  existed  in  early 
Saxon  times.  The  Town  is  situated  16  miles  northeast  of  London 
and  serves  as  the  headquarters  of  a  Parliamentary  Division  known 
as  the  "West  Essex"  or  "Epping"  Division,  which  sends  one  member 
to  the  British  House  of  Commons.  The  Honorable  Winston  Churchill 
was  a  member  of  Parliament  from  this  District.

"There 
are  two  things  that  need  to  be  brought  to  the  Towns  attention. 
That  is  the  way  that  the  Town  operates  relative  to  borrowing 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  It  was  a  lot  higher  in  1989  than 
in  previous  years,  and  the  way  we  do  our  municipal  accounting.  We 
do  not  correctly  reflect  the  total  interest  expense  that  was 
really  incurred  during  1989,  we  also  understated  the  amount  of 
interest  that  we  earned  on  the  money  that  we  had  borrowed.  The 
net  effect  of  those  two  items,  for  1989  is  between  Twenty  and 
Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  of  additional  interest  expense  that  was 
not  correctly  reflected  in  the  budget  book. 

In  addition,  because  we  are  following  the  same  procedure  of  a 
cash  basis  type  of  accounting  system  looking  at  interest,  we  were 
going  to  be  paying  on  money  not  considering  we  would  be  borrowing 
additional  money  and  not  anticipating  additional  interest  we  were 
going  to  be  earning.  We  have  also  understated  the  interest 
expense  and  interest  income,  therefore,  that  is  between  Twenty  and 
Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  short  fall  net  between  items  now.  The 
Budget  Committee  is  aware  of  this  type  of  accounting  and  when  they 
made  the  Selectmen  aware  of  it  the  Selectmen  did  not  feel  it  to  be 
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a  practical  matter  to  go  back  to  the  Budget  Committee  to  have  it 
amended  relative  to  the  amount  of  money  here  exposed  and 
especially  considering  what  happens  is  all  the  money  we  have 
borrowed  and  we  are  paying  interest  on  reflects  as  we  turn  these 
notes  over.  However  taxes  that  have  not  been  paid  and  are  paying 
interest  at  a  greater  rate  than  what  we  are  borrowing  we  do  not 
recognize  any  of  the  income  until  those  taxes  are  paid  so  we  are 
always  understating  the  amount  of  income  we  are  earning  so  that 
the  amount  of  Twenty  to  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  in  both  years  as 
far  as  an  understatement  and  as  requested  by  the  Budget  Committee 
that  we  bring  it  to  the  Towns  attention.  The  recommended  total 
budget  for  1990  is  an  appropriation  of  $2,620,023.00,  of  which 
$773,193.00  represents  the  warrant  articles  that  were  voted  on 
independently.  The  recommended  Operating  Budget  was  $1,846,830 
with  the  option  of  deleting  $250,000  from  the  Highway  Budget  if 
Article  #2  for  $500,000  passed,  leaving  an  Operating  Budget  of 
$1  ,596,830. 

A  motion  was  made  on  the  amendment  to  delete  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($250,000.00)  from  the  Town  Highway  appropria- 
tion. This  motion  was  seconded,  voted  on  and  passed  approving  an 
Operation  Budget  of  $1,596,830.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  on  Article

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Approximately,  ten  miles  of  roads  were  either  reconstructed 
and/or  paved  with  the  $500,000  bond  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 

Another  cost  saving  measure  was  the  formation  of  our  own 
Highway  Department.  We  have  started  our  own  inventory  of  equip- 
ment. "  This,  along  with  part-time  labor,  has  enabled  us  to  do 
more  road  work  which  we  all  enjoy. 

The  Board  managed  to  keep  the  tax  rate  near  the  1989  rate  of 
$20.94  with  an  increase  of  five  cents  in  1990  ($20.99). 

The  expansion  of  Route  101  has  been  a  major  concern  .  The 
deaths  of  two  High  School  students  prompted  us  to  take  drastic 
action  and  demand  improvements  be  made  on  an  interim  measure.  As 
a  result,  we  have  new  signage,  reduced  speed  limits,  new  street 
lighting  at  Beede  and  Martin  Roads,  and  a  promise  of  traffic 
lights  at  Beede  Road  this  Spring.  We  will  continue  to  work  with 
State  and  Federal  officials  to  expedite  the  expansion  of  this 
highway. 

The  1990  Census  for  Epping  shows  more  than  5,000  residents. 

Another  important  goal  is  to  encourage  industry  in  Epping.  We 
have  reorganized  the  Industrial  Development  Committee  to  help  with 
this  effort.   Please  take  time  to  read  their  report. 

Wheelabrator  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  develop  the  Epping 
Commerce  Park  and  project  approval  is  expected  late  Spring, 1991. 
Their  energy  plant  is  stalled  due  to  the  economy  and  changes  in 
State  regulations  concerning  trash  disposal  in  New  Hampshire. 
They  assure  us  that  their  plans  to  build  a  co-generation  energy 
plant  in  conjunction  with  the  Commerce  Park  are  in  tact.  They  are 
now  exploring  alternate  fuels  to  fire  the  Plant.  We  are  also 
assured  that  our  contract  with  WEP  is  still  valid. 

Please  -  remember  to  RECYCLE!  The  extra  time  required  to 
separate  recyclables  DOES  save  tax  dollars.  Cardboard,  newspaper 
and  glass  contribute  greatly  to  the  $66  per  ton  it  cost  to  dispose 
of  these  items.  In  1991,  we  will  begin  a  commercial  recycling 
program  with  stores,  restaurants  and  Post  Office  to  collect 
recyclables  normally  disposed  of  in  dumpsters.  We  have  also  been 
awarded  a  $10,000  matching  grant  to  purchase  recycling  equipment. 

1991  is  the  Town's  250th  Birthday  and  many  events  for  being 
planned.  Some  will  generate  revenue  and  attract  many  visitors 
from  surrounding  areas.   Watch  for  details  later  in  the  Spring. 

All  in  all,  1990  was  a  positive  year  in  Epping's  history  and 
we  will  strive  to  make  the  year  1991  even  better.

The  1990  Town  and  School  District  meetine:s  should  be  noted  as  one 
of  the  most  harmonious  in  recent  history.  The  Town  agencies, 
School  Board,  and  Budget  Committee  worked  diligently  to  meet  the 
goad  of  a  flat  tax  rate.  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Robert 
Retchless,  presented  an  excellent  budget  to  the  Budget  Committee 
addressing  many  questions  that  had  gone  unanswered  for  the  past 
three  years.  A  concentrated  effort  by  all  Boards  to  u'ork  togeth- 
er showed  in  the  presentation  to  the  School  District  and  Tou-n 
Meetings.  As  a  result,  recommended  spending  by  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee was  fully  supported  by  the  School  District,  Town  Agencies,  and 
Epping  residents. 

The  Tax  rate  computation  for  December  1990  taxes  is  shown  in  the 
Statement  of  Appropriations. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  decrease  in  the  Town  portion  of  taxes 
is  in  part  a  reflection  of  the  $250,000.  removed  from  the  operat- 
ing budget  of  the  Highway  Department.  It  w-as  decided  to  float  a 
bond  in  the  amount  of  $500,000.  to  take  advantage  of  the  downturn 
in  construction.  A  significant  number  of  Eppi ng ' s  roads  have  been 
upgraded  over  the  past  year.  The  bond  did  not  impact  the  19  90 
tax  rate.  There  will,  however,  be  an  increase  of  fifty  cents  pei" 
thousand  in  the  1991  tax  rate  reflecting  the  first  year  cost  of 
the  bond. 

As  we  prepare  for  the  1991  School  District  and  Tox^^n  Meeting  there 
is  an  acute  awareness  of  a  worsening  economic  climate.  We  are  m 
a  deeper  recession  than  a  year  ago.  Late  or  non-payment  of  taxes 
have  necessitated  continual  roll-over  of  Tax  Anticipation  Notes. 
Interest  on  these  T.A.N.s  budgeted  at  $22,000.  is  nou  close  to 
$100,000  and  not  expected  to  decrease  in  the  current  year. 

The  elementary  school  has  experienced  a  dramatic  increase  in 
enrollment.  A  new  fourth  grade  started  this  fall  to  meet  the 
demand.  If  growth  continues  at  current  pace  there  may  be  a  need 
in  the  coming  year  to  add  classrooms  to  the  existing  building  or 
utilize  the  old  elementary  school  on  Main  Street.  Increased 
enrollment  means  adding  teachers,  space  and  supplies.  This  in 
turn  means  higher  taxes. 

Epping  is  not  experiencing  significant  growth  in  revenues  this 
year,  therefore  the  pressure  is  on  the  Budget  Committee  to  make 
the  best  decision  possible  as  regards  spending.  Our  goal  is  to 
reduce  the  tax  impact  as  much  as  possible.  However,  the  final 
decision  rests  with  you,  the  taxpayer.  Be  sure  to  attend  Town  and 
School  District  Meetings  in  March.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EPPING  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Epping  Police  Department  logged  2,000  calls  for  service 
in  1990  which  reflects  a  50%  increase  over  1989.  We  also  logged 
in  83  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  Epping,  this  reflects  almost  half 
the  number  of  accidents  covered  in  1989.  These  accidents  caused 
injuries  to  42  individuals  plus  the  deaths  of  four  people,  includ- 
ing three  Epping  students.

motor  vehicle  violations.  Included  in 
arrests.  The  Department  received  Federal 
Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency  to  fund 
Governor  Gregg  sent  a  letter  to  the 
our  successful  efforts  in  getting  the 
impaired  drivers  off  our  highways.  We  hope  to  continue  our  DWI 
patrols  but  due  to  Federal  budgetary  constraints,  it  is  still 
unknown  if  these  funds  will  remain  available. 


Through  the  generous  donations  of  our  local  merchants  the 
Officer  Phil  program  will  continue  this  year.  This  worthwhile 
program  will  help  to  educate  our  younger  students  on  important 
safety  issues. 

Last  year,  I  had  hoped  to  increase  our  personnel  and  make 
some  changes  in  1991.  The  uncertainty  of  our  economy  has  forced 
us  to  cut  our  costs.  Consequently,  we  have  made  some  difficult 
sacrifices  this  year.  There  will  be  no  request  to  increase  our 
personnel  or  make  any  capital  expenditures.  I  can  only  hope  that 
next  year  the  scenario  will  change  and  we  will  be  able  to  make  the 
changes  that  I  feel  are  important  to  the  mission  of  the  Epping 
Police  Department. 

The  EMERGENCY  911  system  has  been  seriously  discussed  this 
past  year.  Although  there  is  still  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be 
done,  the  residents  of  Epping  may  be  able  to  use  this  system  in  as 
little  as  three  years  or  sooner.  I  am  sure  we  will  be  hearing 
much  more  about  911  as  information  develops. 

Finally,  a  reminder  --  our  office  is  open  Monday  through 
Friday  from  8:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  and  we  can  be  reached  24  hours 
a  day  by  calling  679-5122  or  679-2225.

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PLANNING  BOARD 
Annual  Report  -  1990 

The  economic  climate  has  somewhat  curtailed  the  number  of  applica- 
tions before  this  Board.  In  1990,  twenty-eight  meetings  were  held 
(sixty-four  in  1989).  Nineteen  Public  Hearings  and  twelve  Busi- 
ness Meeting/Workshops  were  held.  The  Circuit  Rider  had  seventy- 
four  appointments  and  the  Technical  Review  Committee  met  eight 
times . 

The  Epping  Water  Resource  Management  Plan  was  submitted  to  the 
Office  of  State  Planning  (required  by  law).  Subdivision  and  Site 
Plan  Review  Regulations  were,  as  always,  amended  and  updated. 
Excavation  Regulations  were  amended  and  updated  to  conform  to  new 
RSA's. 

Subdivisions  approved  created  ninety-six  lots;  five  commercial 
lots;  and  four  boundary  line  adjustments.  The  Riverslea  Condomin- 
ium Project  was  denied  and  a  two-lot  subdivision  approved  instead 
as  delineated  by  zones.  Other  applications  denied  (for  lack  of 
information)  were  Kimball  property  on  Route  125,  the  Dungarvin 
property,  and  an  eighty-six  lot  subdivision  with  a  road  from 
Prescott  Road  to  Route  27.  Site  Plans  approved  were  St.  Joseph's 
Church  on  Route  27,  Peterson  Office  Building  on  Routes  125  and 
155,  excavation  of  fire  ponds  on  Mast  Road,  Modular  Homes  Display 
on  Route  125  and  The  Environmental  Resource  Return  Corporation  on 
Route  27.  Projects  in  preliminary  stages  are:  Wheelabrator 
Commercial  Park,  two  car  washes  (Mobile  Gas  and  the  corner  of 
Route  125  and  Railroad  Avenue)  and  several  minor  subdivisions 
(each  three  lots  or  less).  Projects  in  final  stages  are  Pine  & 
Pond  East,  Delaney  Road,  Lovlien  excavation,  Old  State  Road,  and 
the  Nelson  subdivision  on  Fremont  Road. 

Members  attended  the  Law  Lectures  series  in  the  Fall.  Linda 
Harding  and  Jack  R.  Lavoie  resigned.  Alternates,  Marilyn  Perry 
and  Dan  Brochu  were  appointed  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

In  March  this  Board  will  propose  a  number  of  amendments  to  ordi- 
nances in  order  to  conform  to  the  ever  changing  RSA's,  to  clari+'y 
context  as  to  intent,  to  avoid  vagueness,  and  for  easy  interpreta- 
tion. Amendments  to  the  Cluster  Ordinances  are  proposed  to  elimi- 
nate "row  housing"  and  to  preserve  open  space.  Building  Codes  are 
also  being  presented  to  conform  to  nex-i   RSA's. 

We  thank  you  for  your  confidence  in  our  efforts  and  your  support 
at  the  pol Is .

This  year  saw  great  strides  in  the  Recreation  Department  with  the 
inception  of  a  year-round  schedule  of  successful  programs.

In  planning  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  state- 
ments of  Town  of  Epping  for  the  year  ended  December  '.i\  ,  1990,  we 
considered  its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine 
our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion 
on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the 
internal  control  structure.  However,  we  noted  certain  matters  in- 
volving the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we 
consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under  standards  established 
by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 
Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention 
relating  to  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the 
internal  control  structures  that,  in  our  judgement,  could 
adversely  affect  the  Town  of  Epping's  ability  to  record,  process, 
summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the 
assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements.  Our 
findings  and  recommendations  are  summarized  in  the  accompanying 
management  report. 

After  you  have  an  opportunity  to  consider  our  findings  and 
recommendations,  we  shall  be  pleased  to  discuss  them  further  with 
you.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  officials  and  staff  for  the 
cooperation  and  courtesy  given  to  our  firm  during  the  course  of 
the  engagement .

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TAX  COLLECTOR  CASH  RECEIPTS 

The  Tax  Collector  currently  deposits  receipts  into  a  separate 
checking  account  under  her  control,  and  periodically  remits  the 
receipts  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  writing  a  check.  As  a  result, 
there  is  a  delay  of  a  few  days  between  when  the  taxes  are  actually 
collected  and  when  the  money  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer. 
This  reduces  the  Town's  investment  potential  and  advisedly  effects 
the  Town's  cash  flow. 

We  recommend  that  all  receipts  be  deposited  intact,  daily,  into 
the  Town's  investment  account,  and  that  the  amount  of  the  deposit 
be  reconciled  with  the  Tax  Collector's  computer  "day  sheet".  This 
will  improve  overall  controls  over  the  receipts  and  will  improve 
the  Town's  cash  flow  position. 

COMPUTER  REPORTS 

In  1990,  the  Town  implemented  an  automated  general  ledger  system 
and  has  begun  preforming  many  account  reconciliation  procedures. 
The  new  computer  system  provides  many  useful  reports,  including 
budget  and  actual  revenue  and  expenditure  reports. 

We  recommend  the  Town  use  these  reports  more  fully  by  distributing 
them  to  the  various  Town  Department  Heads  on  a  regular  basis.  Be- 
sides providing  valuable  information  to  the  departments,  this  will 
provide  an  opportunity  to  recognize  posting  or  classification 
errors,  if  any,  on  the  reports  in  a  timely  manner. 

WATER  AND  SEWER  RECORDS 

The  Town's  water  and  sewer  records  continue  to  be  maintained  man- 
ually and  are  not  consolidated  with  the  rest  of  the  Town's 
accounting  records. 

We  recommend  the  water  and  sewer  be  incorporated  onto  the  Town's 
automated  general  ledger  system  as  separate  funds.  This  will  pro- 
vide an  opportunity  to  improve  the  financial  reporting  of  water 
and  sewer  activities  by  utilizing  many  of  the  reports  available  on 
the  automated  system. 

We  also  recommend  that  controls  be  established  to  insure  that  all 
water  and  sex-^er  receipts  be  reconciled  to  postings  to  the  customer 
receivable  accounts.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  reconciling  re- 
ceipt totals  per  the  Collector's  "day  sheets"  to  batches  posted  to 
the  customer  receivables.  This  will  result  in  improved  controls 
over  water  and  sewer  receipts  to  assure  they  are  properly  credited 
to  customer  balances. 

VENDER  MANIFESTS 

Although  the  Town  uses  a  manifest  system  for  authorizing  disburse- 
ments, the  Board  of  Selectmen  continue  to  sign  each   check.    This 
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is  a  very  time  consuming  process  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
does  not  improve  overall  disbursement  cycle  controls. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  authorize  the  disburse- 
ment by  signing  the  manifest  only.  The  individual  checks  should 
be  signed  by  the  Treasurer.  In  order  to  retain  all  of  the  inter- 
nal control  currently  in  place,  the  Town  should  establish  a  sepa- 
rate imprest  "vendor"  checking  account.  After  the  Selectmen 
approve  the  manifest,  money  would  be  transferred  from  the  Town's 
money  market  account  to  the  vendor  account  equal  to  the  total  of 
the  manifest.  The  vendor  checks  would  then  be  issued  against  this 
vendor  account.  As  a  further  control,  dual  signatures  should  be 
required  for  all  checks  over  a  certain  dollar  limit. 

PURCHASE  ORDER/ENCUMBRANCE  SYSTEM 

In  1991,  the  Town  established  a  formal  purchase  order  and  encum- 
brance system.  An  encumbrance  system  improves  the  controls  over 
the  Town  budget  by  reducing  the  appropriation  balances  immediately 
when  funds  are  committed  {upon  issuance  of  an  approved  purchase 
order).  The  main  advantage  of  the  encumbrance  system  is  that  ex- 
penditures for  goods  and/or  services  are  controlled  at  the  earli- 
est point,  that  is,  when  the  order  is  placed,  thus  reducing  the 
possibility  of  budget  overruns. 

Although  the  Town's  encumbrance  system  is  effective,  it  is  cur- 
rently performed  manually. 

We  recommend  the  Town  consider  purchasing  the  encumbrance  module 
of  its  current  automated  accounting  system.  This  will  create  a 
tremendous  savings  of  time  and  will  incorporate  the  encumbrances 
into  the  existing  Town  expenditure  reports. 

TREASURER  CASH  ACCOUNTS 


We  noted  that  the  Town  Treasurer  has  not  been  doing  the  monthly 
bank  reconciliation  on  certain  Town  accounts  other  than  the  main 
operating  account  and  the  investment  account.  The  water  and  sewer 
departments  have  been  doing  the  reconciliations  of  their  accounts. 
The  Treasurer  signs  all  checks  drawn  on  any  account  therefore,  he 
is  technically  in  compliance  with  RSA  41:29  which  states  the  Town 
Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Town, 
and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  orders  of  the  Selectmen  or 
the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners. 

We  recommend  that  all  Town  accounts  be  in  the  Treasurer's  name  and 
that  the  Treasurer  continue  to  sign  all  checks.  In  addition,  we 
strongly  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  prepare  all  bank  reconcilia- 
tions for  all  Town  accounts.  The  reconciled  balances  should  be 
given  to  the  bookkeeper  within  the  first  15  days  of  the  following 
month . 

These  procedures  will  greatly  improve  internal  controls  and  allow 
the  Town  to  better  monitor  its  cash  flow. 
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WATER  AND  SEWER  ANNUAL  REPORT 


TO:   WATER  AND  SEWER  USERS 

We,  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  bring  you  up-to-date  on  our  accomplishments  during 
1990. 

New  pumps  and  a  control  panel  have  been  installed  at  our  lift 
station  located  on  Mill  Street  (replacing  the  original  pumps 
installed  in  1970).  These  new  pumps  are  submersible  with  the  new 
control  panel  located  at  the  generator  above  the  high-flood  level, 
allowing  for  full  operation  during  any  flood  conditions. 

The  water  mains  on  Gate,  Elm,  High  and  Moore  Streets  were  extended 
in  conjunction  with  road  construction,  allowing  proper  looping  of 
the  distribution  system. 

We  have  completed  installation  of  the  new  bedrock  well  on  Fremont 
Road,  which  has  a  capacity  of  200  gallons  per  minute  ( gpm ) .  This 
well  is  sufficient  for  our  present  needs,  but  \^e  are  still  pursu- 
ing a  second  well  to  provide  proper  back-up  and  to  meet  our  future 
needs . 

This  new  well  provides  the  high  quality  of  water  required  to 
eliminate  the  i ron/maganese  build-up  in  our  pipe  system.  We  know 
some  of  you  are  still  experiencing  this  problem  and  we  are  taking 
steps  to  have  this  eliminated. 

We  are  working  with  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  ( NHDES )  to  obtain  a  permit  to  expand  the  present  waste 
treatment  facility,  which  is  necessary  if  we  are  to  provide  suffi- 
cient capacity  for  the  full  deveJopment  of  the  Industri- 
al/Commercial areas,  so  crucial  to  improving  our  property  tax 
base  .

Annual  Report 

The  library  had  the  best  year  in  it's  history  with  over  11,000 
items  circulating  in  the  community  and  4,227  people  using  the 
library  for  reading  and  research.  We  added  725  items  which  brings 
our  collection  up  to  13,935  books  and  tapes.  As  usual,  many  of 
the  items  that  we  added  this  year  came  from  generous  donations  of 
money  and  books  from  the  people  of  Epping. 

This  year,  the  library  suffered  the  irreplaceable  loss  of  Rosalie 
Carr.  She  served  for  many  years  as  a  valuable  employee,  devoted 
trustee  and  caring  friend.  We  will  all  miss  her  drive  and  enthu- 
siasm . 

With  each  passing  year,  the  Lydia  Ladd  Room  seems  more  use. 
Besides  various  town  committees,  the  room  was  used  by  the 
Rockingham  Riding  Club,  Brownies,  Grange,  and  the  Visiting  Nurses 
Association.  The  Tutor/Student  Program  from  the  Exeter  Adult 
Education  program  continues  to  find  space  in  the  library. 

At  town  meeting  this  year,  the  library's  bid  for  an  addition  was 
narrowly  defeated.  However,  monies  were  appropriated  for  a  handi- 
capped access  ramp  and  necessary  improvements  for  the  library. 
Our  space  problem  and  a  party  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  summer 
for  all  our  special  readers.  Again,  McDonald's  coupons  were 
distributed  to  deserving  readers. 

New  storm  windows  and  a  much  needed  paint  job  highlighted  the 
physical  improvements  to  the  building  this  year. 

The  library  conducted  it's  most  successful  book  sale  to  date  on 
the  same  day  as  the  Antique  Show  and  Sale.  We  also  had  our 
Clothesline  Art  Contest  with  many  young  artists  winning  cash 
prizes  . 

As  always,  none  of  the  above  could  have  been  accomplished  without 
our  intrepid  crew  which  included  Betty  Claxton,  Linda  Kerry  and 
Simmone  Murphy.  Many  thanks  to  our  trustees  for  all  their  ef- 
forts .

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STATUS  REPORT 

Energy  Plant  and  Commerce  Park  Project 

Wheelabrator  Epping,  Inc. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  on  the  development  of 
Wheelabrator ' s  Epping  Commerce  Park.  At  this  writing,  the  site 
plan  for  the  Commerce  Park  has  bee  approved,  and  the  Subdivision 
plan  for  the  Park  has  been  submitted  to  the  Epping  Planning  Board 
for  approval.  The  subdivision  plan  has  been  revised  several  times 
to  reflect  comments  buy  the  Planning  Board's  technical  Review 
Committee,  the  Town's  Code  Enforcement  Officer,  and  the  Town's 
engineering  consultants. 

A  public  hearing  before  the  Planning  Board  on  the  Commerce 
Park  was  held  on  February  14th,  at  which  time  residents  had  the 
opportunity  to  comment  on  the  subdivision  plan. 

The  168-acre  Commerce  Park  will  be  subdivided  into  ten  lots. 
Wheelabrator  intends  to  reserve  the  largest  lot  in  the  Park, 
comprised  of  94  acres,  for  the  site  of  our  proposed  energy 
facility.  The  remaining  nine  lots  range  in  size  from  15  acres  to 
4  acres.  These  lots  will  be  marketed  by  Wheelabrator  for 
development  once  all  of  the  necessary  approvals  and  permits  for 
the  Park  are  issued,  which  we  anticipate  will  occur  by  late 
Spring.  Wheelabrator  has  already  had  preliminary  contacts  from 
several  parties  interested  in  the  Park. 

We  continue  to  be  interested  in  developing  an  energy  project 
in  Epping.  State  regulations  regarding  municipal  solid  waste 
disposal  are  not  conducive  to  a  trash-to-energy  project  at  this 
time,  so  we  are  evaluating  projects  that  utilize  alternative 
fuels.  We  hope  to  have  our  analysis  completed  in  the  near 
future . 

Wheelabrator  will  be  working  closely  over  the  upcoming  months 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Industrial 
Committee,  and  other  interested  Town  Board  and  residents  to 
achieve  our  mutual  goal  of  attracting  businesses  to  the  Commerce 
Park  which  will  enhance  the  quality  of  life  in  the  community. 

Wheelabrator  thanks  the  Town  of  Epping  for  its  continued 
support,   and   we   wish   everyone   a   safe   and   prosperous   1991. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  EPPING  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 

In  1990,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reorganized  the  Epping  Indus- 
trial Development  Committee  by  appointing  nine  members  and  five 
Town  Board  representatives  whose  goal  is  to  promote  industrial 
growth  in  Epping. 

The  Committee  has  formed  several  sub-committees  to  concen- 
trate on  the  issues  that  affect  industrial  growth.  They  are: 
Wetlands,  Water  &  Sewer,  Zoning,  Demographics  and  Marketing. 

The  Committee  has  met  with  the  Director  of  the  State  Office 
of  Industrial  Development,  who  has  offered  the  services  of  his 
department  to  help  us  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  has  also  expressed  interest 
in  helping  us  through  their  industrial  development  department  to 
advise  prospective  industrial  customers  concerning  their  energy 
requirements . 

The  Committee  will  be  working  closely  with  Wheelabrator  in 
the  development  of  the  Epping  Commerce  Park  by  directing  interest- 
ed business,  to  offer  our  assistance  in  the  Site  Plan  Review  pro- 
cess and  helping  to  co-ordinate  their  site  requirements  with  local 
util ities  ,  etc . 

Two  other  industries  have  purchased  land  in  Epping  during 
1990.  Environmental  Resource  Return  Co.  { ERRCO )  has  purchased  a 
65+/acre  parcel  next  to  New  England  Dragway  and  will  begin  con- 
struction early  in  1991  of  a  recycling  facility  for  demolition 
materials,  stumps,  asphalt  and  concrete.  Residents  and  the  Town 
Highway  Department  and  Water  &  Sewer  Department  will  be  able  to 
utilize  this  facility  at  reduced  rates  and  the  Town  will  realize  a 
$.50/ton  in  revenue  on  all  other  material  processed  there. 

Sigarms  (a  firearms  manufacturer  from  Exeter)  has  purchased  a 
100  acres  parcel  on  the  west  side  of  Route  27  at  the  Brentwood 
line  to  construct  a  testing  and  training  facility  for  law  enforce- 
ment agencies.  Upon  its  completion  by  the  end  of  1991,  it  will  be 
training  up  to  one  hundred  trainees  per  week  at  this  facility. 

Sigarms  will  also  use  as  many  , local  vendors  as  possible  for 
this  facility  as  well  as  for  its  Exeter  Manufacturing  plant. 
Epping  has  a  very  desirable  central  location  for  industry,  and  it 
is  the  goal  of  our  committee  to  promote  this  advantage  to  poten- 
tial customers. 

Industrial  Development  is  the  most  lucrative  form  of  tax  base 
to  the  Town.  It  does  not  adversely  impact  Town  services  or  the 
school  system,  provides  employment  and  stimulates  the  local  com- 
mercial economy. 

Please  support  our  goals.  Your  input  to  this  committee  is 
welcome  as  well  as  your  attendance  at  our  meetings.  (Please  see 
the  Town  Board  and  Committee  Meeting  Schedule  printed  in  this 
Report . )

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL'S  REPORT 

The  1990-91  school  year  was  one  that  saw  the  SAU  and 
Local  Districts  engage  in  a  restructuring  of  the 
superintendent's  o-f-fice  as  well  as  the  individual  schools 
themsel ves. 

An  e  +  -fort  has  been  made  to  develop  a  collaborative 
model  where  our  children  are  in  the  center  and  our  decisions 
are  based  on  student  needs.   In  using  this  model  we  have 
worked  very  hard  to  have  shared  decision  making  between 
parents,  school  board  members,  administrators,  and  staff. 

Our  building  principals  and  Dr.  Brown,  Assistant 
Superintendent,  have  been  working  on  improving  our 
curriculum  and  instruction  in  each  of  the  districts.   The 
result  of  their  efforts  is  a  clear  long  range  plan  which 
will  continue  to  improve  our  schools. 

The  effort  to  improve  the  physical  plants  in  each  of  the 
districts  has  resulted  in  accountability  for  the  condition 
and  cleanliness  of  the  buildings.   However,  each  of  our- 
communities  need  to  plan  for  growth  over  the  next  five 
years . 

Special  Education  continues  to  be  an  area  that  needs 
restructuring  to  bring  students  into  the  mainstream, 
improve  programs  and  develop  an  accountability  to  the  public. 
This  past  year,  the  position  of  Director  of  Special 
Education  was  removed  from  the  local  districts  and  placed 
in  the  central  office  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
super  i  n  tenden  t . 

We  are  currently  working  administratively  to  develop  a 
plan  which  will  allow  for  more  ma i nstream i ng  and  less  out- 
of -district  placements.   The  final  component  the  communities- 
need  to  look  at  is  public  kindergarten  which  would  address 
many  of  the  developmental  problems  which  later  appear  as 
spec  i  al  needs . 

The  office  of  the  superintendent  will  continue  to  work 
with  each  of  the  communities  to  develop  educational 
opportunities  for  their  children  and  encourage  parents  and 
citizens  of  our  communities  to  contact  us  with  their 
concerns .

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SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORT 

The  student  population  at  Epping  Middle-High  School 
continued  to  gfov;  In  1990.   We  graduated  42  seniors  dfid 
welcomed  66  sixth  graders,  bringing  our  total  enrollment  to 
385.   Next  year  we  expect  to  have  410  students  and 
when  the  present  fourth  grade  enters  in  1992-93,  we  will 
have  over  450  students. 

We  ended  last  year  on  a  sad  note  losing  two  of  our  finest 
students,  Christopher  Rowe 1 1  and  Tabetha  Smart,  in  a  tragic 
car  accident.  Our  students,  in  their  memory,  have  rebounded 
with  great  morale,  showing  pride  in  Epping  Middle-High 
School  and  conducting  some  outstanding  act i v i t ies--a 
yearbook  talent  show,  monthly  service  projects,  and 
successful  fundraisers.  In  addition,  six  new  peer  outreach 
students  were  trained  and  the  Bickford  Scholarship  fund  rose 
to  over  $4500. 

This  past  year  we  hired  four  new  faculty  members  who  have 
already  made  some  positive  contributions  to  Epping 
Middle-High  School.   The  administrative  reorganization  plan, 
establishing  department  heads,  provided  a  more  effective 
means  of  dealing  with  student  needs  and  program  development. 
Mr.  Tony  Silva,  as  a  full  time  assistant  principal,  assumed 
an  important  leadership  role  and  provided  consistent  day  to 
day  contributions.   The  new  attendance  policy  implemented  in 
1989-90  resulted  in  an  average  daily  attendance  that 
exceeded  state  averages  for  both  the  middle  (95%)  and  the 
high  (94.5%)  schools. 

The  athletic  program  continued  to  thrive  under  the 
direction  of  our  new  athletic  director,  Peter  Lueke . 
Several  of  our  athletes  made  All  State  teams  and  our  soccer 
team  won  their  first  tournament  game  in  history. 
Bruce  Gatchell  continued  his  fine  work  with  our  middle  and 
high  school  jazz  and  concert  bands,  bringing  statewide 
recognition  to  our  program. 

Other  successful  programs  occurring  during  the  past 
year  included:   a  special  one  week  arts  program,  the  annual 
health  awareness  program,  and  science  fairs  in  the  middle 
and  high  school.   Our  health  education  committee  overhauled 
the  curriculum  and  developed  an  eleventh  grade  course  that 
covers  a  range  of  issues  critical  to  young  people. 

Nearly  all  of  our  plans  for  improv.ing  the  building  and 
grounds  came  to  fruition  in  1990.   Completed  projects 
included  replacing  scores  of  light  ballasts  and  locks 
throughout  the  school,  painting  over  the  brown  hallways  and 
doors,  replacing  outside  doors,  installing  new  signs, 
painting  parking  lot  lines,  adjusting  driving  patterns, 
and  upgrading  the  landscaping  around  the  building. 

Over  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  grant  money  was  obtained 
and  used  (a)  to  buy  a  variety  of  instructional  equipment  and 
supplies  (e.g.  computers),  (b)  to  provide  staff  training, 
and  (c)  to  support  program  assessment  and  development 
'efforts.   District  monies  fuelled  a  major  push  for  written 
curriculum,  covering  seventeen  program  areas.   Future  grant 
money  and  additional  district  monies  should  help  us  complete 
all  phases  of  our  program  development  work  resulting  in  (a) 
written  curriculum  R-12,  (b)  a  fully  implemented  middle 
school  concept,  and  (c)  exemplary  Instructional  and 
evaluation  models  m  all  departments. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  town  and  the  school 
committee,  we  look  forward  to  an  equally  successful  year  in 
1991  .

The  Epping  Elementary  School  continues  to  grow.  We  currently  have 
our  first  grade  level  at  over  one  hundred  students  with  the  en- 
rollment in  first  grade  at  one  hundred  one.  A  fourth  grade  class- 
room was  also  added  to  accommodate  the  increased  enrollment  that 
has  been  going  through  each  grade  level  for  the  past  four  years.

Welcome  back  to 
Mrs.  Judy  Preston  who  had  been  on  a  one  year-leave  of  absence. 

Our  curriculum  continues  to  be  rewritten  helping  us  grow  as  a 
school  of  excellence.  This  year  is  the  first  with  our  new  math 
curriculum.  We  are  currently  developing  curricula  in  science, 
music,  art,  and  physical  education. 

The  Drug  Education  Program  continues  under  the  direction  of  it's 
coordinator  Ms.  Johanna  Stevens.   We  are  now  at  the  point  where  we 
can  do  our  own  training  of  all  staff  to  participate  in  the  "Here's 
Looking  at  You,  2000"  program. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Organization  has  held  very  successful  craft 
fairs  in  the  spring  and  the  holiday  season.  We  have  seen  an 
increase  in  volunteers  in  our  school  working  directly  with  chil- 
dren in  the  classroom. 

Extracurricular  activities  such  as  "I  Love  to  Read  Month", 
"International  Month",  "Native  American  Week",  "Odyssey  of  the 
Mind",  and  other  special  events  days  continue  to  be  very  popular 
with  the  students.  In  addition  to  these  activities,  a  group  of 
parents  and  staff  members  have  developed  an  after  school 
enrichment  program  giving  students  an  exposure  to  activities  that 
they  would  not  ordinarily  get  in  school  and  that  challenge  them  to 
develop  their  talents. 

The  staff  and  I  want  to  assure  you  that  we  are  continuing  to 
develop  a  school  of  excellence.  We  believe  that  all  children  will 
learn  and  that  our  continued  pride  and  your  support  will  help  us 
achieve  our  goal.

Article  3  was  read:   To  see  if  the  residents  of  the  Epping 
School  District  find  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  negligent 
in  the  funding  of  Public  Education,  thus  creating  an  undue  burden 
on  the  local  property  tax  payers.   We  demand  that  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Legislature  begin  in  earnest  to  study  methods  for 
substantially  increasing  Sate  aid  to  education. 

Leroy  Kearns  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  3  as  read,  Joseph 
Foley  seconded  the  motion. 
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Leroy  Kearns  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  3  to  read  as 
follows:   To  see  if  the  residents  of  the  Epping  School  District 
find  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  negligent  in  the  funding  of 
Public  Education,  thus  creating  an  undue  burden  on  the  local 
property  tax  payers.   We  demand  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
begin  in  earnest  to  study  methods  for  substantially  increasing 
State  aid  to  education.   Not  intended  to  endorse  or  advocate  a 
broad  based  state  income  or  sales  tax. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Paul  Spidle.   Brief  discussion 
followed  including  -  Leroy  Kearns'  explanation  of  the  reason  for 
amendment.   Derek  Newton  questioned  exactly  what  state  funding  be 
cut  to  support  the  schools.   Mr.  Kearns  responded  by  citing  that 
maybe  allocation  of  more  funds  raised  in  Sweepstakes  sales. 

A  motion  was  made  from  the  floor  to  move  the  question  and 
seconded.   Oral  vote  taken  on  the  amendment.   The  Article  is 
amended.   The  amended  Article  was  then  voted.   Article  3  as 
amended  is  so  passed. 

Article  4  was  read:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to 
establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1 
for  the  purpose  of  a  future  school  bus  purchase  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000  to  be  placed  in  this  fund 
(Recommended  by  the  Epping  Budget  Committee) . 

Jennifer  Yergeau  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  4  as  read. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by   Joseph  Foley.   Discussion  from  the 
floor  followed.   A  motion  was  made  to  move  the  question  and  was 
seconded.   Oral  vote  was  taken,  the  question  was  moved. 

A  motion  was  made  to  bypass  a  ballot  vote  and  to  go  with  an 
oral.   The  motion  was  seconded  and  oral  vote  was  taken,  the 
motion  passed.   Article  4  was  then  voted  on  orally.   Article  4 
passed. 

Article  5  was  read:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  for  the  School  District  officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district. 

Joseph  Foley  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  5  to  read  as 
follows:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $4,725,506  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  for  the  School  District  officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Ronald  Altman. 

Don  Sisson  of  the  Epping  Taxpayer's  Association  spoke  against 
the  Budget  Committee's  approved  budget.   Mr.  Sisson  then  made  a 
motion  to  amend  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  dollar  figure  of 
$4,485,506,  $240,000  less  than  the  figure  quoted  in  the  first 
amendment  to  Article  5.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Francis 
White.   Discussion  was  then  heard  from  the  floor.   Francis  White 
suggested  making  use  of  retired  persons  as  volunteers.   Louis 
Santucci  spoke  in  favor  of  the  $240,000  cut,  with  Richard  Averill 
speaking  also  in  favor  of  the  lower  figure.   Bill  Williamson  felt 
the  School  Board's  budget  should  receive  the  support  of  the  tax 
payers.   The  Moderator  then  announced  that  anyone  wishing  to 
speak  to  form  a  line  near  the  microphone  but  that  he  would  limit 
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each  speaker  to  5  minutes.   The  line  up  went  as  follows:   Robert 
Goodwich  -  in  favor  of  School  Board  budget.  A.J.  Gaudet  -  cited 
accomplishments  of  his  children  whom  attended  Epping  schools,  was 
strongly  in  support  of  higher  figure.   School  Board  Chairman 
Judith  Leavis  -  defended  School  Board  budget  on  the  basis  of 
achieving  a  good,  competitive  school  system.   School  Board  member 
Jennifer  Yergeau  -  explained  feeling  good  about  the  budget 
recommended  by  both  the  School  Board  and  the  Budget  Committee. 
School  Board  member  Ronald  Altman  -  spoke  of  a  Pro -education 
School  Board,  defended  higher  figure  by  explaining  the  School 
Board  wanting  to  increase  the  quality  of  education.  Jim  Carr  - 
favored  School  Board  budget.   School  Board  member  Joseph  Foley  - 
addressed  trying  to  run  the  school  adequately  in  the  face  of 
inflation  with  a  lesser  monetary  amount.   Paul  Ladd  -  favors 
School  Board  budget.   Caroline  Kiracofe  -  stated  she  could  not 
see  that  the  Epping  School  warranted  the  higher  figure.   Virginia 
LaPierre  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question  and  was  seconded. 
Oral  vote  was  taken,  the  question  is  so  moved.   Hand  vote  was 
taken  on  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  ($4,485,506)  Ayes- 112 
Nays -151.   The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  defeated. 

A  motion  was  made  to  move  the  question,  and  was  seconded.   Oral 
vote  was  taken.   The  question  was  moved.   A  hand  vote  was  then 
taken  on  the  amendment  ($4,725,506)  Ayes-167  Nays-91.   The 
amendment  passes. 

The  amended  Article  5  was  read:   To  see  if  the  District  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,725,506  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  School  District 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district. 

Joseph  Foley  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  5  as  read. 
Seconded  by  Leroy  Kearns . 

Motion  was  made  to  move  the  question  and  was  seconded.   Oral 
vote  taken,  question  moved.   Petition  had  been  presented  for 
ballot  vote.  The  results  of  the  ballot  vote:   Yes  168  No  105. 
Article  5  as  amended  passes. 

Article  6  was  read:   To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Gauthier  made  a  motion  to  adjourn,  seconded.   Oral  vote 
taken,  the  ayes  have  it.   The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:20  P.M.

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MINUTES  OF  EPPING  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
OCTOBER  25,  1990 


The  Special  School  District  Meeting  held  at  the  Howard 
Allen  Gymnasium,  Epping  Middle/High  School  on  October  25, 
1990,  v/as  called  to  order  at  7:15  p.m.  by  Moderator 
Harold  LaPierre. 

The  Moderator  then  read  the  Rules  of  the  Meeting.   The 
Moderator  announced  that  voting  v/ill  take  place  by  ballot; 
therefore,  a  petition  is  not  necessary.   The  Moderator  also 
announced  that  any  speaker  recognised  by  the  Moderator  will 
have  a  3-minute  time  limit  in  which  to  say  his/her  piece. 

Article  1  was  read: 

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  approve  the 
recommendations  of  the  Fact  Finder  for  the  July  1990  through 
June  30,  1991,  fiscal  year  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $93,880.00  to  fund  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits 
for  teachers  for  the  July  1990  through  June  30,  1991,  fiscal 
year. 

Chairman  Jennifer  Yergeau  made  a  motion  to  accept 
Article  1  as  read.   Joseph  Foley,  School  Board  Vice-Chairman 
seconded.   School  Board  Member  Leroy  Kearns  explained 
negotiations  and  how  the  School  Board  had  come  to  their 
decision  not  to  agree  to  the  Fact  Finder's  report.   He 
pointed  out  the  economic  impact  and  the  threat  of  a 
recession.   Exhibits  of  graphs  dealing  with  comparable 
salaries  in  the  area  were  shown.   If  the  proposed  article  is 
voted  in,  it  would  put  Epping  on  par  with  Exeter.   Benefits, 
health  insurance  packages,  were  also  compared  to  surrounding 
towns  to  support  the  School  Board's  position. 

Vice  Chairman  Joseph  Foley  addressed  proposed  salary 
bonuses  based  on  performance,  which  the  Fact  Finder  objected 
to. 

Bruce  Gatchell  spoke  to  the  EEA.  They  were  in  favor  of 
the  Fact  Finder,  stating  that  the  School  Board's  actual 
salary  increase  was  successfully  negotiated  but  that  the  EEA 
had  problems  with  other  areas.  The  EEA  would  not  agree  to  a 
5%  contribution  to  the  cost  of  their  health  plan.  The  plan 
they  now  are  covered  by  is  paid  for  directly  by  the  District. 
Mr.  Gatchell  continued  to  cover  the  following  topics: 

1.  The  NEA  as  a  union. 

2.  Explained  Step  increases  plus  the  5%  being 
requested.

3.   Spending  money  on  things  that  don't  directly  effect 
Epping:   mediator  fees,  attorney  fees.  Fact  Finder 
Fees. 

Chairman  Jennifer  Yergeau  reminded  voters  of  the  School 
Board's  support  of  last  year's  Fact  Finder  Report.   This  year 
the  Board  feels  the  economy  is  much  worse  and  the  Fact  Finder 
does  not  take  this  into  consideration. 

Scott  Brown  felt  that  the  system  was  at  fault  and  that 
the  teachers  should  get  their  raise  as  they  were  only  asking 
for  a  single  digit  increase. 

Paul  Spidel,  Selectman  for  the  town  of  Epping,  reported 
a  vote  taken  of  the  Selectmen  did  not  support  the  Fact 
Finder.   He  felt  that  the  NEA's  comparisons  were  not  done  on 
towns  similar  to  Epping  as  far  as,  income  and  size.   He  also 
feels  the  NEA  has  ruined  education. 

Willis  Baker  addressed  the  finangial  condition  of 
Epping.   Twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  the  past  two  year's 
taxes  have  yet  to  be  paid.   The  town's  situation  is 
"precarious",  expenses  are  far  ahead  of  unencumbered  monies. 

Kevin  Visvary  questioned  current  contracts,  quoted 
salaries.   Chairman  Yergeau  explained.   Superintendent  Robert 
Retchless  addressed  strikes  and  clarified  contract  years. 
Budget  Committee  member  Geri  Kearns  explained  the  Budget 
Committee's  recommendation  of  proposed  increases.   That  ths 
was  a  precaution  in  order  that  the  Budget  Committee  would  not 
be  sued. 

Richard  Irving  questioned  some  handout  material. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  percentages  quoted  were  not  accurate.

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.   Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.   An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  Hell  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis 
for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group,  which  should  be 
included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount 
that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group 
results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above  paragraph, 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in 
all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Epping  School  District  at 
June  30,  1990,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   Also,  in  our 
opinion,  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each 
of  the  individual  funds  of  the  School  District  at  June  30,  1990,  and  the 
results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Epping  School  District  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1990  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  September 
28,  1990.   In  connection  with  our  audit,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  School 
District's  systems  of  internal  accounting  control  and  operating  procedures  to 
the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   The  purpose  of  our  review  of  these 
systems  was  not  to  express  an  opinion  on  internal  accounting  control,  and  it 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  we  present  our  comments  and  recommendations  for 
improving  specific  aspects  of  the  School  District's  systems  and  procedures. 
We  also  refer  you  to  the  Appendix  to  this  letter  which  explains  the  purpose  of 
our  review,  its  limitations,  and  the  professional  standards  involved. 

GENERAL 

Typically,  a  report  of  this  type  places  a  greater  emphasis  on  findings  of  a 
critical  nature.   Therefore,  to  put  our  comments  and  recommendations  in  proper 
perspective,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  weaknesses  observed  are  not 
necessarily  the  result  of  poor  management.  Oftentimes,  they  are  due  to 
factors  outside  the  control  of  the  School  District's  personnel,  such  as 
organizational  restrictions,  budgetary  limitations,  or  inadequate  software 
systems.  Ve  have  noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the  School  District's 
financial  management  and  procedures  which  are  not  set  forth  in  this  report. 

GENERAL  ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM 

The  financial  system  of  the  District  consists  basically  of  manual  cash 
receipts  and  computerized  disbursement  journals. 

While  the  reports  being  produced  from  the  present  system  are  adequate  for 
capturing  the  detailed  cash  transactions  of  the  various  funds  of  the  District, 
there  is  a  need  for  a  complete  general  ledger  system  for  all  funds  which  will 
summarize  the  results  of  the  financial  transactions  on  a  periodic  basis.  The 
benefits  of  developing  general  ledger  systems  for  all  funds  include  the 
following:

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1.  A  general  ledger  and  resulting  monthly  financial  reports  will  assist 
District  management  in  monitoring  the  financial  condition  and  operating 
results  on  a  current  basis. 

2.  A  general  ledger  establishes  control  over  subsidiary  accounting  records 
and  provides  a  means  for  periodic  reconciliation  to  ensure  that  the  daily 
recorded  transactions  are  properly  summarized. 

3.  A  general  ledger  system  provides  a  means  to  prepare  periodic  comparative 
reports  of  revenues,  e.xpenditures  and  financial  condition. 

4.  A  general  ledger  would  enable  the  District  to  record  adjustments 
resulting  from  audits  of  its  financial  records. 

FORMAL  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  AND  ACCOUNTING  PROCEDURES  MANUAL 

We  again  recommend  that  the  District  consider  developing  an  accounting 
procedures  manual.   Such  a  manual  can  be  used  to  set  forth  job  descriptions 
and  lines  of  authority  and  supervision  for  all  departments,  as  well  as  report 
formats,  account  codes  and  descriptions,  and  similar  descriptive  materials. 
The  benefits  of  the  manual  include  providing  documentation  of  the  entire 
financial  operations  of  the  District  in  one  location,  thereby  facilitating  an 
understanding  of  those  operations  by  all  members  of  management  and  providing 
detailed  guidelines  to  all  personnel  involved  in  financial  activities.   The 
training  of  new  personnel  would  also  be  facilitated. 

DISTRICT  TREASURER 

The  District  Treasurer  again  did  not  prepare  reconciliations  between  the  cash 
balance  of  the  District  and  depository  bank. 

The  functions  of  the  Treasurer  establish  the  criteria  for  segregation  of 
duties,  which  is  an  element  of  good  internal  accounting  control.  Since  the 
non-performance  of  this  essential  function  indicates  a  serious  weakness  in 
internal  control  procedures,  we  again  recommend  that  formal  bank 
reconciliations  be  prepared  on  a  timely  basis. 

FOOD  SERVICE  FUND 

1.  At  June  30,  1990,  the  Food  Service  Fund  was  in  a  deficit  position  of 
$25,525.82,  which  is  an  increase  of  $13,911.99  from  the  preceding  year. 
We  recommend  that  District  officials  initiate  the  appropriate  steps  to 
eliminate  this  deficit. 

2.  All  applications  for  free  and  reduced  meals  contained  notations  of 
approval,  but  did  not  have  the  required  signature  of  the  determining 
official.   We  urge  that  the  determining  official  indicate  the  date  that 
the  application  was  approved  and  sign  the  application.

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3.  "Accuclaim"  forms  required  by  the  USDA  School  Lunch  Program 
Accountability  regulations  were  not  prepared  during  the  1989-90  fiscal 
year.  We  did  receive  assurance  from  the  Food  Service  Director  that  the 
forms  will  be  filled  out  and  filed  for  the  1990-91  year. 

4.  The  Fund's  checking  account  was  noted  to  be  noninterest-bearing.  In  view 
of  the  large  daily  balances,  we  recommend  that  the  District  officials 
place  this  fund  into  an  interest-bearing  account. 

The  checking  account  used  for  "a  la  carte"  meals  is  in  the  custody  of  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Food  Service  Director.  It  is  recommended  that 
this  account  be  transferred  to  the  District  Treasurer  to  comply  with 
State  regulations. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  FUNDS 

The  following  weaknesses  in  the  accounts  of  the  Student  Activities  Funds  were 
noted  during  our  audit: 

Elementary  School 

A  year-to-date  summary  showing  the  activity  and  ending  balances  of  the 
individual  accounts  was  not  prepared.  We  recommend  that  this  summary  be 
prepared  at  least  on  a  quarterly  basis  and  submitted  to  the  Superintendent's 
office  for  review. 

As  was  commented  in  prior  year,  bank  reconciliations  are  prepared  on  a  monthly 
basis,  but  the  reconciled  cash  balance  is  not  compared  to  the  balance  as 
recorded  in  the  activities  accounts.   We  recommend  that  these  two  amounts  be 
compared  and  discrepancies,  if  any,  be  rectified  at  that  time. 

Middle  School 

The  following  accounts  were  in  an  overdraft  position  at  June  30,  1990: 

Yearbook  $  80.44 

Driver  Education  543.81 

Officials  542.74 

We  strongly  urge  that  the  practice  of  allowing  overdrafts  in  the  individual 
accounts  be  prohibited,  by  making  expenditures  only  when  there  are  sufficient 
funds  in  that  account  to  cover  them. 

GENERAL  FIXED  ASSETS 

In  order  to  comply  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  the  District 
should  maintain  a  complete  and  detailed  record  of  its  general  fi;<ed  assets 
valued  at  historical  cost.   As  is  the  practice  followed  by  most  other  school 
districts  in  Hew  Hampshire,  such  records  are  not  maintained.   He  recommend 
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Make  Everyday 
Earth  Day.
